than a Houſe of Commons, for they can Levy

They chuſe 
themſelves; for when any of their Society dies, or

Room, and ſo render themſelves perpetual; a Pri- 
vilege the Houſe of Commons has not, they chuſe 
all Lecturers, and other Pariſh Officers, and as 


Bribery, Favour, or Affection ſways, can compel, 


or excule a Pariſhioner to ſerve in the meaneſt, and 
moſt troubleſome Office in the Pariſh, they influ-

To be ſure every Inhabitant would pay 
his Grace that Compliment, for him to be Trea- 
ſarer, but in humble Submiſſion to him, and his 
Church-Warden, has not the Pariſhioners Church- 
Warden ſome Buſineſs with the Affairs of the Pa- 
riſh? The Duke's Church-Warden can have no 
Buſineſs with the Pariſhioners, he is to take care of 
the Church, the Fee-ſimple being in the Duke; 
the Rector's Church Warden has no other Buſineſs 
than what is relative to him, be is to fee the Rec- 
tor's Money collected and paid; and as to the Pa- 
riſh Church- Warden, I think, as the Money 1s 
paid into the ſeveral Collectors Hands by the In- 
habitants, Who ought to have the diſpoſing of it, 
or ſeeing it diſpoſed of, but their Repteſentative? 
NOW I ſhall be glad to know, if Mr. Blaliſton, 
who is the preſent Church- Waden, (as was =

tion'd before) and has been in his Office above 
' four Months; whether he has ſeen, or knows what is 
in the Pariſh Cheſt, or knows what Church Goods, 
or Money belongs to the Pariſh, or if the Pariſh 
has a Silver Spoon belonging to them, or who was 
the Pariſh Church-Warden as ever did, —l will not 
be prolix on this Subject, but will ſhew how they 
are to account at the Meeting for this Purpoſe, the 
Church-Wardens have firſt produced the Rates 
which they have made, muſt give an Account how 
they have expended the Sums levied by them; and 
when this.

The Exceptions. againſt a Church-Warden's 
Account may be, firſt, as to the Particulars on 
which the Diſburſements are made, and ſecondly, 
as to the Juſtneſs and Truth of the Diſburſements 
themſelves. For if a Church-Warden hath of his 
| own Head laid out the Pariſh Money, where he 
3 hath no Authority by his Office ſo to do, that is 19 
Z on new Erections, or other ſuch Particulars, where | 
| | the Conſent of the Pariſh, or Licence of the Ordi- 
1 | nary, or both, ought firſt to be had, the Pariſh 
| | 1 may refuſe to allow it him in his Accounts; and 
| he may be further puniſhed by the Ordinary for 
the Contempt put upon his Authority herein, if it 
be in a Particular where his Licence was requiſite 
for the doing of it. And although his Diſburſe- 
ments be within the Limits and Power of his Of- 
fice, yet if not fairly ſtated, there lies a juſt Excep- 
| tion 
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tion againſt the Account; and. if it appears that 
he hath not dealt juſtly and fairly with the Pariſh 
herein, but hath either charged to them more than 
he hath fairly laid out, or falſly and fraudulently 
expended more than he need, for By-Ends of his 
own; all thoſe Particulars ſhall not only be de- 
falked from his Account where the Fraud appears, 
but he may alſo be further puniſhed by the Ordi- 
| nary as one that has notoriouſly broken his Truſt, 
and violated the Oath of his Office by his Knavery 
and Falſhood; and whenever any Church-Warden 
hath his Accounts condemned for any. ſuch Fraud, 


he muſt be condemned too in the CROW: of the "2 


Suit. 

Here I ſhall give a Word of Advice to Church- 
Wardens, that they may for the future avoid all 
Suſpicion of Guilt. 

It would be well if Church - Wardens would not 
accept of any Entertainment from the Workmen 
they employ, or the Perſons of whom they buy 
the Materials; or take a Receipt for 191. when 107. 

is only paid, and not to make Uſe of any Materials 
of their own, unleſs they call ſome principal Inha- 
bitants of the Pariſh, and fairly agree with them 
for the Price, before they convert chem to the Uſe 
intended; or uſe any other Practice wherein they 
may have a By-End and Self-Intereſt of their own; 
for in Affairs of this Nature, a Man ought to act 
with the ſame Care and good Huſbandry i that he 
doth in his own, or rather with much more. 

I am ſurpriſed to ſee ſo many Pariſh Officers as 
there are in London go through their Offices, and 
come out as ignorant as they went in. Some 
comes out quite otherwiſe; I ſhould think any rea- 
ſonable Man could ſee if he was to be kept in the 
dark. There is no Reaſon for his being a er, 
lor, or a Conjurer, (rather Honeſt) to be either a

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improved, there are Books enough, that are not

an Officer's ſaying after he has been guilty of any 
Indiſcretion, Upon my Honour, I did not know 
there was any ſuch Act in being, will excuſe him, 
for in the 2 Roll.

Church - Warden, or Overſeer, he may eaſily be 


very Expenſive, but ſome Men will not give them - 
me to read who have Books, It is not 


it is to be decided before the Ordinary: and for 
diſburſement of any Sum not exceeding 40s. the 
Church-Wardens Oath alone is ſufficient Proof; 
but for all Sums above 405. Receipts muſt be pro- 
duced, and no Allowance of Account can diſ- 
charge Church-Wardens of any fraudulent Deal- 
ings, which they may have been guilty of in their 
Office; but whenever any ſuch are detected, they 
are accountable, and every Pariſhioner hath a 
Right to claim Juſtice againſt them. And tho' all 


the Pariſh have allowed Accounts of the Church 


Goods, the Ordinary may call them to Account 
before him too, and puniſh them if he find Cauſe; 
but in laying out Money, they are punifhable for 
Fraud only, and not Indiſcretion. 

As many Perſons have been buried in Linen in 


this Pariſh, and the Money paid into the Hands of 


the Church-Wardens. I ſhall here ſhew how it is

Hereford, 10 wit, Upon Complaint of the Chard 
Wardens and Overſeers of the Poor of the ſaid Pariſh 
of Hentland unto us, whoſe Names are hereanto ſub- 


ſcribed, Two of his Majeſty's Tuſtices of the Peace for 


the ſaid County (Quorum unus,) That Margaret 
Harry „ a Female Baſtard-Child of about eight Years 


old, is lately become chargeable to the ſaid Pariſh of 
Hentland, not having any legal Settlement, we upon 


Examination thereof, and of Elizabeth Harry, ſingle” 


om an, Mother to the ſaid Margaret Harry, do 


Jelieve the ſame to be true, and that the ſaid Marga- 
ret Harry was born in this County. Gaol, and has not 
fince that Time acquired any legal Settlement in any 
Pariſh, or other Place: We do therefore adjudge the 
| ſaid County-Gaol to be the Place of the laſt legal Set- 
tlement of the ſaid Margaret Harry, and do require 
you the ſaid Church-Wardens and Overſeers of the 
Poor of the ſaid Pariſh of Hentland, or ſome or one 
of you, to remove and convey the ſaid Margaret Harry 


7 rom the ſaid Pariſh of Hentland to the ſaid common

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Gaol of this County, and her deliver to the ſaid Treds 


furers, and lo their Deputy, and to the ſaid Gaoler or 


Keeper of the ſaid County-Gaol, or ſome or one of 


them, who are hereby required ber the ſaid Margaret 
Harry to receive and provide for according to Law. 


This Order not being approved, it was reſolved 
to take the Opinion of the Judges of Aſſize, who 


being accordingly attended, were of Opinion, That 
the Settlement of the Baſtard-Child was in the 
County in General, and not in the Pariſh of Hent- 


land, where the Mother's Settlement was; but the 
next Quarter-Seſſions were of the contrary Opi- 


nion, and quaſhed the Juſtices Order for Want of 


Form; and upon this Hentland removes the whole 


Proceedings by Certiorari into the Court of King's 
Bench; and the Matter being fully ſpoke to on 


both Sides, the whole Court reſolved, That the 
Order of Removal of the two Juſtices was void, 
and confirmed the Order of Seſſions, which had 
quaſhed the ſaid Order of the two Juſtices, and 
that for theſe Reaſons: (1) Becauſe the Direction 
of the Order of Removal is not good, being di- 
rected to the Treaſurers of the County, &c. for 
Juſtices of the Peace had no Power to remove 
poor Perſons from one Pariſh or Place to another, 
before the Act of the Fourteenth of Charles the Se- 
cond, chap. 12. and that Statute gives Power to 
direct the Order of Removal to the Church-War- 
dens and Overſeers of the Poor to receive and pro- 
vide for ſuch poor Perſon; and if they refuſe to 
obey ſuch Order, the Act directs the Puniſhment, 
and the 3d & 4th of V. & M. cap. 11. gives a 
furcher Penalty for Diſobedience to ſach Orders, 


by the Forfeiture of 51. and directs how it ſhall be 


levied, which ſaid Acts extend only to Church- 
Wardens and Overſeers of the Poor; fo that if the 
1 a Trea- 
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Treaſurers had diſobeyed this Order, they had in- 
curred no Penalty: (2dly,) The Juſtices of Peace 
have no Authority to raiſe Money upon the Sub- 
ject for any ſuch Uſe or Purpoſe by any Act of 
Parliament; and they are not obliged to take ſuch 
Children to their own Houſes; neither can they 
ſettle ſuch Children in any Pariſh without doing 
Wrong to ſuch Pariſh; the Act of the 43d of El:z. 
cap. 2. which was relied on by the Counſel, does 
not extend to this Caſe; the Words are theſe, Af- 
ter it has eſtabliſhed Treaſurers for a County Stock 
to be raiſed quarterly on every County, for the 
Payment of ſo much Money annually to the 
King's Priſon; then it ſays, that the Surpluſage 
ſhall be beſtowed for the Relief of Hoſpitals within 
the County, and for Relief of Loſſes by Fire, Wa- 
ter, the Sea, or other Caſualties, and to ſuch other 
charitable Uſes for Relief of the Poor, as the Juſ- 
tices ſhall think fit, by this Act, the Surpluſage 
only is to be diſpoſed of; and it cannot be known 
whether any, or what that will bez and not a 
Word of Baſtard-Children born in the Gaols. 
Thirdly, The removing any Perſon to Gaol, or 


the Houſe of Correction, does not alter the Settle- 


ment of ſuch Perſon, but ſuch Perſon remains a 
ſettled Inhabitant in the Pariſh from which he or 
ſhe was ſent, to all Intents and Purpoſes; and when 
ſuch Perſon is diſcharged, he or ſhe ſhall return 
back to the ſaid Pariſh; nay, if ſuch Perſon be in 
Want, the ſaid Pariſh from whence he or ſhe was 
ſent, ſhall contribute to ſuch Perſon's Maintenance 
while they are ſo confined, which daily Experience 
does Witneſs, for they are in Cuſtodia Legis (in the 
Cuſtody of the Law) during ſuch Confinement, 
and the Gaol is in no particular Pariſh of the 
County, but rather in every Pariſh within the

in this Parifh there are not eight Houſekeepers on 
the Poors Books; if they were to be ſtruck off, is, 
or is there not ſufficient enough collected at Sacra- 
ments, Charity Sermons, and other Monies given, 
with Bread, and Coals, &c. as would be a greater 
Benefit to them than their Pariſh Allowance, for 
all the Money as is given at the Church Doors, is 
immediately carry*d to a Licens'd Houſe for Gin;

IWhere the Queſtion concerns all the Inhabitants, 
or a Body of Men, as Commoners, or the like, 1 of 


Agreements are not deemed illegal.

If any Miniſter being duly, without any manner 
of Colluſion, informed of the weakneſs and danger 
of Death of any Infant Unbaptized in his Pariſh, 
and thereupon defired to go or come to the Place 
where the ſaid Infant remaineth, to Baptize the 
ſame, ſhall either wilfully refuſe ſo to do, or of 
purpoſe, or of groſs Negligence ſhall ſo defer the 
time, as when he might conveniently have reſorted 
to the Place, and have Baptized the ſaid Infant, it 
dieth, through ſuch his default Unbaptized ; the 
 faid Miniſter ſhall be ſuſpended for Three Months, 
and before his Reſtitution ſhall acknowledge his 
fault, and promiſe before his Ordinary, that he will 
not wittingly incur the like again. Provided, that 
where there is a Curate or a Subſtitute, this Conſti- 
tution ſhall not extend to the Parſon or Vicar him- 
ſelf, but to the Curate or Subſtitute pie. 


Ae thts: I ſhall relate de Caſe of Hunn, and 
Horſey, in Keilway*s Reports, Page 182, where you'll 
find that 7ohn Hunn was a Merchant in London, 
and had proſecuted Dr. Horſey, Chancellor to the 
Viſhop of London, in a Premunire,--Soon after Hunn

had a Child died, and would not pay any thing 


to bury their Dead; © whereupon Hor ſey cauſed

committed him to Lollard's Tower, being the Bi- 
© ſhop of London's Priſon, and in a Morning, ſoon 
* after, the Priſoner Hunn was found dead and 
© hanged in Priſon: And it was given forth, That 
* he had hanged himſelf in his Girdle; but not- 
* withſtanding, it was believed that Horſey and the 
* Gaoler had muntere bim. 


This coming to the Gaoler's Ear, he took 


© Sanctuary at Weſtminſter ; upon which, and other 
great Circumſtances, Horſey and the Goaler were 
by a Coroner's Inqueſt in London, upon view of 


© the Body, found guilty of the Murder; and Hor- 


* ſey, as ſhould ſeem, being in Orders, (I dare not 


* ſay, Holy) ſtood upon this Privilege, Not 10 be 
Tried hey Temporal Judges. 


And this being a Diſpute between the King's 


Prerogative and the Privilege of the Church; the 


© King, at requeſt of the Temporal Lords and 
many of the Commons in Parliament, called be- 


fore him at the Blackfryars, divers of his Spiri- 


* tual Council, Divines and Canoniſts; where the 
Clergy had one of their Counſel argued for their 
Privilege, and Dr. Standiſh, a Learned Divine, 
© argued for the King: But the great Offence taken 
was againſt the Abbot of Winchcomb, who in his 
© Sermon preached at Paul's Croſs, in the Time of 
the Parliament, had affirmed, That the Act made 

* 4th H. 8. (which took away Clergy from Laicks 


in many Capital Offences, but not from Clerks 
*in Holy Orders) was againſt the Law of God,

© Soon after Dr. Standiſh, who had argued for

* whereupon he made his Application to the 
© King, who being ſatisfied of the Juſtneſs of his 


_ * Cauſe by Dr. Veiſey, Dean of his Chappel, aſ- 
* ſembled all his Judges-and Council Spir aal and 


Temporal, and divers of the Parliament Men: 


And after hearing of Divines, Sc. the Judges 


declared, That thoſe of the Convocation Houſe 
© that were at the awarding of the Citation againſt 


Dr. band. were in a Praæmunire. 


And Fineaux, Chief Juſtice, did 8 in the 
Name of all the Judges, That the Convention of 
* Clerks before Tempe Judges had been main- 
tained by many good and religious Kings of this 
Realm, and many good and holy Fathers of the 


Church had been obedient to it, and content with 


© the Law of the Land in this Point, Sc. 

And Dr. Veiſey gave the Reaſon, Becauſe the 
Canon in that Point was never received or allowed 
in England. 


But the Clergy not being ſatisfied, the two 


* Archbiſhops (who affirmed, that they were bound 


by Oath to . — the Privileges of the Church) 
moved the King, that to avoid the Cenſures of 
the Church, he would refer the Matter to the 
Pope. 
gut Henry VIII. ſtoutly anſwered, That He, 
© by the — and Sufferance of God, was King 


of Englaud, and the _ of England in Time 3

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c pelt had no Superior but God only; and there: 


N Ford know, that he would maintain the Right of 
* his Crown and his Temporal Juriſdiction, as well 


e jn this Point as in all other. 


And after Hor/ey(that all this while had been 
protected in the Archbiſhop's Houſe at Lambetb, 


the Biſhops having made his Peace with the 
_ * King) appeared privately in the King's. Bench, 
and pleaded Not guilty to the Inquiſition; and 


* Erneley the King's Attorney confeſſed the Plea, 
© whereby Horſey was diſcharged (the more Pity,) 
and the Biſhops promiſed to diſmiſs Standiſh: 


And fo this Point was ſettled againſt the Church, 


6 * as *rwas very good reaſon. 

I ſhall make no Comment upon the Caſe, ne 
ag every Reader with me will praiſe God, that

On ſeeing a Hint i in one e of he Papers handed 
abut the Pariſh concerning the Regiſter-book, I 


beg leave to infer the following Conia, and the 
Reaſon _ HI 


Canon LXX. Miniſters to oe a Regiſter of Chrif 
EY tonings, Weadings and Burials. 


In every Pariſh: Church and Chapel within this 
Realm, ſhall be provided one Parchment-Book at 
the charge of the Pariſh, wherein ſhall be written 
the day and year of every Chriſtening, Wedding 
and Burial, which have been in that Pariſh ſince 


the time chat the Law was firſt made in that be- 


half, ſo far as the ancient Books thereof can be 
procured, but eſpecially ſince the beginning of the 
Reign of the late Queen. And for the ſafe keep- 


ing of the ſaid Book, the Church-wardens, at the 


charge

charge of the Pariſh, ſhall provide one ſure coffer 
with three Locks and Keys; whereof the one to 
remain with the Miniſter, and the other two with 


„ Church-wardens ſeverally; ſo that neither the 


Minifter without the two Church-wardens, nor the 
Church-wardens without the Miniſter, ſhall at any 
time take that Book out of the ſaid Coffer. And 
henceforth upon every Sabbath-day, immediately 
after Morning or Evening Prayer, the Miniſter 
and Church-wardens ſhall take the ſaid Parch- 
ment-Book out of the ſaid Coffer, and the Miniſ- 
ker, in the preſence of the Church-wardens, ſhall 
Write and Record in the ſaid Book, the Names of 
all Perſons Chriſtened, together with the Names 
and Sirnames of their Parents, and alſo the Names 
of all Perfons Married and Buried in that Pariſh, 
in the Week before, and the Day and Year of 
every ſuch Chriſtening, Marriage and Burial: And 
that done, they ſhall lay up that Book in the Cof- 
fer as before: And the Miniſter and Church- war- 
dens unto every Page of that Book, when it ſhall 
be filled with ſuch Inſcriptions, ſhalt ſubſcribe 
their Names. And the Church-wardens ſhall once 
every year, within one month after the Five and 
twentieth Day of March, tranſmit unto the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſe, or his Chancellor, a true Copy of 
the Names of all Perſons Chriſtened, Married or 
Buried in their Pariſh in the Year before (ended the 


- faid Five and twentieth day of March) and the cer- 


tain Days and Months in which every ſuch Chriſten- 

ing, Marriage and Burial was had, to be ſubſcribed 
with the Hands of the ſaid Miniſter and Church- 
wardens, to the end the ſame may faithfully be 
preſerved in the Regiſtry of the ſaid Biſhop: which 
Certificate ſhall be received without Fee. And if 
the Miniſter or Church-wardens ſhall be negligent 
in Fade of any thing herein * i 
| a 
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ſhall be lawful for the Biſhop or his Chancellor to 
convent them, and proceed againſt every of them 
as Contemners of this our Conftitution.

Perhaps it may be urged, I have made too ſe- 


vere a. Scrutiny into the Office of the Church- War- 


dens, in charging them with negle& of their Duty 


(to ſay no worſe) in not taking the Regiſter into 185 


their Cuſtody and Keeping: I do aſſure the Read- 
er, it is not out of the leaſt diſreſpect to the Office, 
or any perſonal Prejudice, but on account of the 
many Complaints of great Inconveniencies which 
often ariſeth by the Clerk's having the Regiſter in 
his keeping, for it is not the Clerk's Buſineſs to 


regiſter, and to have it in his Cuſtody ; but it may 


be objected, that all Perſons may have recourſe to 
him to ſearch at Will and Pleaſure; whereas if it 
were locked up in a Cheſt, any Perſon that wanted 


to ſee it could not have Acceſs to it at all Times. 


To which I anſwer, That a Sight of the Regiſ- 
ter may be as eaſily procured from the Church- 
Wardens as from the Hands of the Clerk. And 
I dare venture to ſay, There is leſs Danger of its 
being loſt; for the Clerk may run away with the 


Regiſter- book, an Example whereof we have of 
one Philips, late Clerk of Lambeth, in Surry, 


whereby the Pariſh became great Sufferers for want 


of their Regiſter; and in ſuch a Caſe no Perſon 
that is fifty Years old, and born in the Pariſh, can 


then have a Tranſcript of the Regiſter to prove 
themſelves Heir to an Eſtate. And in Batterſea, the 
next adjacent Pariſh, their late Clerk had been 


often found tardy, and detected in regiſtering Boys 


tor Girls, and Girls for Boys, and net one half of 
the Regiſter-book in his Time was correct and 
authentick, as it ought to be. Therefore, I appeal 
to the Reader, or any unprejudiced Perſon, whe- 


ther Church-Wardens as well in Juſtice to the Pa- 


riſh, 
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5 5 xiſh; as by the Tenour of their Oath, are not bound 


to prevent the ill Conſequences that may ariſe from 
ſuch Proceedings and Practices, when it is wholly 
in their Power ſo to do. 

Now we will return to the Eſtate, and as it was 
purchaſed by no other Authority but by Veſtry 
Authority, I hope to ſee an Authority from the 


Chancellor to diſpoſe of it. It was defign'd part of 
it, for the Good of the Poor of the Pariſh, to bs * © 
divided or diſpoſed of by the Rector, the Church- ic D 
| Wardens, and Overſeers, or the Majority of them, "Fg: - 


I have inquired of many elderly Men in the Pa- 
riſh, as well as Younger, who have ſerved the Of- 
fice of Overſeer, and never could find one yet ever 
received any Profits from the Eſtates, or knew 
there was any Eſtate belonging to the Pariſh. 
I have ſeen the Eſtate, and the preſent Tenant, 
who inform'd me, he had Rented it fourteen Years 
next Michaelmas, and for many Years of which 
Time, there never had been one Farthing laid out 
upon itz but when the Houſe was repaired, which 
coſt but little Money, and that about four Years 
fince, and that is all that has been expended on it, 
in his Time, but, if the Guardians of the Pariſh 
will repair his Barn, and. Cow-Houſe, at the Ex- 
pence of 30l. as by an Eſtimate ſent to London, he 
will take a Leaſe for twenty-one Years, and that 
Repair ſhall laſt all his Term. He will bring the 
Rent to London every Lear, as he always has done, 
without putting the Pariſh to any Expence; for he 
ſhould be very ſorry to lefſen the Poors Income, as 
he cannot be a great Contributor to it. This Man 
ſpeaks very honeſtly ; but if you ſhould prove any 
of this Money wrong applyed, or diſpoſed of con- 
trary to the Intent and Meaning of the then Pur- 
chaſers, who robbed the Poor, the Altar, and Pa- 


H xiſhioners; 
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 riſhioners; I can give it no other Appellation than 


Sacrilege. 7s 


I could here touch upon the Corruption and 


Abuſes in many charitable Donations, &c. but leſt 


. this Book ſhould fwell to a greater Bulk than I 
intended it, I muſt beg Leave to refer to another 
Opportunity. e 


But before I conclude, I muſt take Notice once 


more, of Church-Wardens refuſing the Inhabitants 


the Ground, and Miniſters refuſing to bury them. 
For as Sadler tells me, It cannot but affect 


C every honeſt Man, to ſee his poor Neighbour la- 


© bouring under narrow Circumſtances, to maintain 
© a large Family, wreck'd and harraſ#d by a Gang 
« of Mercenaries; for here, perhaps, is a poor Wi- 
* dow, left with Four or Five Children, wanting 
Bread ſometimes to eat, and a Man ſtruggling 
under the ſame Circumſtances, that has made away 
«* with the greateſt Part of his Effects for Suſte- 


© nance, nevertheleſs theſe Officers muſt have heir 


« Fees (as they call 'em) if you are obliged to ſell 
© the Bed from under you, and go a Begging from 
< Door to Door, as too many by their Oppre/ſions 
© have been forc'd to do; for the laſt Shift is to go 


© to the Church-Wardens, and beg and pray for the 


Ground of them to bury a Corps; after that, you 
< muſt make your Application to the Miniſter, and 
© Clerk, and beg their Fees, tho? there is none due, 
© that I could ever find; and you may perhaps at 


© laſt (after waiting their Leiſure) obtain Leave to 


© bury your Dead, altho' the Funeral Service is ge- 
« nerally curtaiPd, and gallop'd over, as if the Soul 
© of the Deceas'd was of leſs Value, becauſe he 
© dy'd Poor. But if you are determin'd to proteſt 
* againſt ſuch irregular and undue Proceedings, 
© you muſt take care to make your Offering to the

To conclude, as I am not uſed to write pub- 


lickly (which every Reader will ſee) and poſſibly 
may have introduced ſome Language which may 


not be ſo polite as I could wiſh, but hope I have 
not been guilty of Libelling, if I have, do not doubt 
but I ſhall be puniſhed tor it; and by the ſame 
Rule of Reaſoning, if they who would puniſh me 
are any ways guilty of Miſapplication, I hope they

or Perſons receiving Alms in this Pariſh. 


And to prevent the Loſs of any Book, Original 
Deeds, Leaſes, or Writings of Value belonging to 
this Pariſh, and alſo, to have always an eaſy Re- 

courſe to any Bill for Buſineſs done on the Pariſh 


Account, all future Church-Wardens are deſir'd to 
take eſpecial Care.
